On Feeding Poultry. 

ee Red 

y reading the experience of practical per- 
ted It is not best to adopt all one hears 
about pouliry management. Just cull out 
such as you think is suited to your circum- 
stances and try it. An exchange gives the 
' following : 

Poultry should be used regularly and 
systematically. Different methods of feed- 
ing should be adopted for different purposes. 
It requires one course of feeding for eggs, 
another for fattening, and still another 
for the moulting season. Certain flav- 
ors may be given to the flesh or eggs 
by the feed. Those who were so un. 
fortunate as to live in the grasshopper 


, 80 plenty, will tell you that both eggs and 
| their fowls were — dark-colored, and 
| Wholly untit to eat, all owing to the graas- 
| hopper diet. Onions fed in quantities will 
| flavor the eygs in away which, unless you 
j are fond of onions, you will not like. If 
you feed your hens on the filth of the barn- 
| yard and allow them to get their water in the 
'same way, you.are oneof the many who 
ifurnish the strong-tasting, unhealthy eggs 
!forthe markets, which some of us get oc- 
‘casionally. The buyer most frequently at- 
| uibutes this bad taste to age, and heaps his 
eurses upon the innccent head of the grocer 
or provision dealer rather than upon yours, 
where it rightly belongs. For whatever 
| purpose you feed the food it should be whole. 
| some and clean, 
For eggs, that food should be given which 
| best aids in forming the egg. The shell is a 
‘ carbonate of lime, and must be formed from 
ithe fuod. Old plaster, lime, granulated 
| bone and crushed oyster-shells are good for 
j this purpose. Granulated bone is probably 
| the Lest of these. If the fowls have a large 
range they will gather for themselves moat 
| of this material, but if they are confined it 
|must be provided. Phosphate of lime enters 
argely into the composition of the balance 
of the egg. This food is supplied by wheat, 
oats, barley buckwheat, etc., wheat being 
the best. There should be a liberal supply 
|of meat and green food. I have always 
}made wheat the princip.! grain food for 
laying lens, changing | y an occasional feed 
of other grains. In the winter season I 
generally feed cooked potatoes, or « mush, 
made of one-half shorts and one-half corn 
apd oats, ground for morning feed and 
whole grain at night. Cabbage, hung up 
| where tne birds caunot reach it exeent by 
| jumping, is good to give them to work at 
fs. the day; also scatter some whole 
| 


! 


rain in about six inches of straw or other 
itter on the floor. This gives a mucli need- 
ed exercise, and if they are not over-fed in 
the morning they will take it. It is well 
enough to keep them alittle hungry through 
the day, as they work more, but at night 
they should have all they can eat up clean. 
The nights are long ra | cold, ate As good 
feed is necessary to sustain warmth. 

The poultryman must avoid getting his 
hens too fat. They will not lay well in that 
condition, besides being subject to other ills, 
When they refuse to scratch reduce the feed 
until they get back to work. Meat in some 
form (lean 1s the best) should be given about 
twice a week. In the summer time, when 
the fowls are not confined, they will forage 
their green food and a good portion of other 
food. Feeding must then be reduced in 
accordance with the range. They should 
still have some wheat and meat. e morn- 
ing feed may be small, and at night what 
they will eat. 

When fowls are to be fattened for the 
market a different food should be given. 
Corn is the best grain for producing fat. 
The fow}s should be confined and fed enough 
to keep them quiet. For flesh you want to 
avoid work. Corn or corn-meal should be 
the basis, with some variety of other foods. 
Fowls should always be provided with fine 
sharp gravel, which is necessary to grind 
their food. If this is not to be had in some 
form, disease will result.

The new extradition treaty with Canada 
signed last winter seems to have materiall 
decreased the number of large defalcations 
and embezzlements in the Gaited States, 
but the number of little ones shows no fall- 
ing off.

In treating for these troubles the general 
health of the animal should be looked after. 
Of course, the digestion should first receive 
attention. Thecrib biter may be fed from 
a level surface on the ground, and al] objects 
which can be grasped with the teeth should 
be rerroved from the stall. Such articles 
which may be necessary for use should be 
covered with some substance the horse can- 
not take hold of, euch as iron, wire, or rope 
made of course fibre. Cow dung may be 
freely used as a covering, as many horses 
will avoid it. During intervals between 
feeding hours a bar muzzle might be used, 
as this will check the vice and at the same 
time allow the horse to eat its hay, 

The crib biter may be picketed in his stall 
by one for leg in front and the opposite be- 
hind, which ispreferable totethering them in 
the usual way by the use of a chain or rope 
toits headstall. The most successful plan 
for stopping wind sucking is the use of the 
strap which is buckled around the neck. It

In one sense this is allas it ought to be, 
We should rejoice that life for the farmer

if not better off than his American cousin. 
Take the American magazines and news 
papers and see what evidence they give 
nota month passes without this question 
being discussed in some of the periodicals. 
They all bear one testimony, viz., that the 
American farmer isnot prosperous, They are 
only united in opinion as to the fact, they 
agree clso asto the canse. In the Apnl 
number of the Forum, Mr. C. Wood Davies, 
in an article on ‘‘ Why the Farmer is Not 
Prosperous*"” says it 1s owing to the use of 
improved machinery and the cultivation of 
vast wheat and corn areas in the West ; pro- 
duction has outgrown population. The 
isupply is greater than the demand, and 
j there is a consequent fall in the market, 
| The Eastern tarmer with his limited acres 
has to suffer from competition with the 
| West. The secretary of — Affairs of 
| Pennsylvania asked the same question of six 
hundred grangers of that State, The most 
important cause assigned for the agricultural 
depression was over-production. An Ameri- 
can paper of recent date says: ‘* We raised 
more of twoor three leading staples than could 
be consumed athome,and asother countries 
were making increased exertions to supply 
their own needs the inevitable result: was a 
fall in prices, and to that the depression is 
due. The situation is the same as if the 
rolling mills of the country were turning 
out more iron than could be used at home, 
and were forced to sell the surplus in com- 

| petition with the cheaper foreign labour.” 
Sv much for Eastern agricultural depres. 
sion. And what about the West? We bess 
every reason for believing that the farmers 
| in north-western Canada are infinitely more 
prosperous than those south of the inter- 
national boundary. The Topeka Capital,

present enjoyment, but impairs digestion and 
enervates the body. Comfortable clothing 
keeps us warm, luxurious clothing makes us 


delicate. A comfortabie home is the nursery 
of manly life; a Juxurions home is its grave. 
Nog are we to imagine that wealth ministers 
in beauty to the eye what mere competence 
denies. The most beautiful homes are 
neither the wealthiest nor the most luxur- 
ious. Given great taste and small purse : 
result, the House Beautiful, Given great 

urse and small taste: result, the House 

Jgly. Hundreds of contrasted homes in the 
United States attest this truth. 

Do we say, then, that we wish wealth for 
our children, not for ourselves? We de- 
ceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us. 
“Great expectations” are a dangerous 
legacy. To expect something for nothing ‘is 
a ——s expectation, even though 
one expects it from hisown father. Andrew 
Carnegie, shrewd observer of life, declares 
that the worst use a man can make of his 
wealth is to leave it tc his sons. Some rich 
men do teach their children self-reliance and 
industry ; but they teach with difficulty and 
at disadvantage what the children of less 
wealthy parents learn by intuition an 
necessary circumstance. Only hardness can 
make a hero, and hardness which comes in- 
vited into common homes is barred out of 
luxuriousones. The sons of kings are rarely 
kingly. The cradle that rocks a Moses is 
nade of rushes and daubed with clay. If 
he had spent his babyhood in palace hall 
and not in mother’s hut, his career might 
have been different. 

But men of wealth, we imagine, are free 
from care. Our moderate incomes are de- 
pendent on our daily exertions, and there is 
always a possibility that sickness or disaster 
may deprive us of our work, and so of our 
competence : the millionaire is independent. 
On the contrary, no man is more dependent 
than he. ‘To keep money safely is more dif- 
ficult than to make it : as any one may see 
who will compare the census of men making 
a comfortable income, with that of men losing 
by an unlucky speculation or an unlooked- 
for disaster the accumulations oi a lifetime. 
It is hard so to clip weaith’s wings as to in- 
sure his not flying away. In such a crisis as 
that of the last few weeks the men of compet- 
ence have slept soundly ; the men with re- 
served and surplused wealth have been rest- 
less at night and haggard by day. Every 
man of wealth carries other men upon his 
shoulders, Whether he will or no, heis trust- 
ed for others. His ruin means ruin to them. 
His failure means closing the factory and 
throwing thousands of breadwinners out of 
employment, or a dropping of railroad stocks 
et bankruptcy to hundreds of small inves. 
tors. One might prefer the place of General 
Grant to that of the private, but not because 
the private has cares and the General is ¢x- 
empt. 

But if we only had money we could do so 
much good with it. Yes! [t is always the 
men who have not money who think that 
they could do great good with it if they had 
it. But it requires more art to bestow 
money wisely than to acquire it. ‘‘ Let any 
one,” said a millionaire to us recently —and 
one who is acting as trustee of his own fort- 
une in a very wise and wide-reaching bene- 
volence—“ let any one attempt to give away 
$100,000 a year and do good, not harm, in 
the yiving, and he will find he has under- 
taken a task of much greater difficulty than 
the making of $100,000a year.” The truth 
in so patent and so <i gaee to men of for- 
tune, that the men who make great fortunes 
rarely adrainister them, The money is paid 
over to Boards of Trustees made up, 
not of millionaires, but of men of compet- 
ence, Who thus enjoy the luxury of giving 
without the labor of acquiring, — 

We maintain, then, the inconvenience of 
being very mech; and ifany of our read- 
ers can put in brief compass the counterbal- 
ancing advantages of being a millionaire, 
we shall be pleased to give them an oppor- 
tunity to present the other side. Most peo- 
ple believe in the other side, but we have 
yet to see a reasonable ground for that belief 
intelligently and judicially stated. —Chris- 
tian Union,
